Washington, 
Feb. 
22.— Secretary 
Knox may issue a statement to the 
public within a few days indicating 
his resentment of the criticism of his 
conduct of the state department and 
conveying the notice that If the people 
do not like his kind of diplomacy ha 
is ready to lapse into a do nothing 
rut or give way to some one else 
Mr. Knox believes in mixing commer­ 
cialism and diplomacy, and it makes 
him tired when be is accused of cun 
ning the department for the benefit ot 
J. 
Pierpont 
Morgan 
and 
other big 
financiers. 
Some of the inside history connect­ 
ed with the 
Hankow 
railroad 
loan 
was given out whjch throws a new 
light on the part taken in that transac­ 
tion by the United States. 
It seems 
that big world politics are involved. 
This government stepped in just in 
time to prevent an act that would 
have retarded 
for many 
years the 
plans 
for the national progress of 
China. 
The 
$30,000,000 
Hankow 
railroad 
loan had been practically awarded to 
the German-French-English syndicate. 
At 
the eleventh 
hour 
the 
United 
States 
interfered 
and 
demanded a 
share of the loan, the European dlplo* 
mats laughed at our representations. 


W h y the United State* Took Part. 


The real reason the United States 
took a hand in the proceeding was 
the knowledge that the foreign syn­ 
dicate was to be secured in its loan by 
a lien on the likin taxes of the various 
provinces. 
This tax is regarded as 
one of the most archaic institutions of 
China and a great deterrent to its de­ 
velopment. 
The United States plans 
to abolish this tax and at the same 
time 
put the Chinese currency 
on 
a modern basis and reform the cus­ 
toms service. 
These reforms would 
have been impossible, or at least de­ 
layed for many years, if the Hankow 
loan had been put through in its orig­ 
inal shape. 
The Hen on the likin tax­ 
es would have perpetuated the ancient 
customs. 
The United States insisted on our 
right to share In the loan because of 
our treaty obligations with China and 
our prestige in that part of the w'orld, 
our part in establishing the open door 
policy and other valid reasons. 
After 
a long 
and 
bitter 
controversy the 
United 
States 
won 
out 
Secretary 
Knox regards this as his finest bit of 
statesmanship. 
It saved u nina a fur­ 
ther setback and enhanced the influ­ 
ence of the United States in the East. 
A t the 
same 
time 
stipulation was 
made that part of the supplies for the 
railroad should be purchased in Am er­ 
ica. 


Turned It Over to Morgan. 


Secretary Knox turned over to J. 
Pierpont Morgan the duty of handling 
the share of 
the 
loan 
awarded to 
America. 
He merely stipulated that 
the firms taken 
into 
the syndicate 
should bo of such a character as to 
carry absolute confidence to the for­ 
eigners. 
Morgan took In Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., the First National bank and 
the 
National 
City hank. 
Secretary 
Knox regards this syndicate as re­ 
sponsible as 
those which 
represent 
France, Germ any and England. 
In reply to the critics who allege 
that the Knox diplomacy is nothing 
more than a plan to obtain foreign 
contracts for the Morgan group of 
bankers conies the statement, that any 
Am ericans can obtain recognition at 
the state department by merely show­ 
ing that they are in a position to 
“ make good” and are as responsible 
as the foreign syndicate. 
It is stated that the department's 
^action in the loan to the Honduras 
government, 
was 
governed 
by 
the 
samA motives. 
The refunding of that 
debt was .turned over to the Morgan 
group because it has a standing before 
all the world. 
In view of the larger polities in­ 
volved 
in 
these transactions. Secre­ 
tary Knox grows very weary whqu he 
h>ars the charge that he jsi• njnning 
the state department in the Interests, 
of Morgan and other bankers, 
rte be­ 
lieves 
that 
his 
policy 
furthers 
the 
best inti ests of the United States 
government.

Indian 


Warehouses. 


Washington, Feb, 22 - The Minne­ 
sotans have lost their fight to knock 
out the Indian supplies warehouses. 
They were so badly beab-n in the 
committee that they did not even try 
to force the matter to a vote. 
They attributed their defeat to Rep­ 
resentative Bartholdi of St. Louis. Mr. 
Bartholdt bas an Indian warehouse of 
his own in his district. 
He is also 
chairman of the house committee on 
public buildings. 
W ith regard to pub­ 
lic 
building 
measures 
there 
Is 
a 
chance for a "pork barrel” bill, as 
every congressman has on« or more 
pet measures before the committee on 
public buildings. 
Herein, it is said, lies the me ret of 
the success of Mr. Bartholdt. 
It is 
not charged that he told any partic­ 
ular representative that he would op­ 
pose his bill for a public building be­ 
cause of a vote against the St. Ixmin 
Indian warehouse, but Mr. Bartholdt 
has been energetic In his appeals to 
members that they should vote to re­ 
store the Indian warehouses to the 
Indian appropriation bill. 
He made a 
personal appeal and those opposing 
the warehouse- bill claim it was impos 
sible for congressmen who have little 
Interest In the warehouses and great 
Interest in public buildings for their 
districts to withstand the appeal and 
that they accordingly voted for Mr 
Bartholdt and his warehouses. 
The warehouse at Chicago w ill be 
continued 
by this system. 
Supplier 
for Indians at the W hite Earth reser­ 
vation purchased in St. Paul w ill b* 
shipped to Chicago and rechlppe<l back 
through St. Paul to the W hite Earth 
reservation, the Indians paying tin 
freight both ways. 


ANOTHER FORGERY CHARGE

A. Schroeder, waived exam 
ination and was placed under $2.«500 
bonds, with Dr. R. H. Bek. forme! 
partner of Floren, and J. E. Sandlie a* 
sureties. 
Floren is said to have declared tc 
one of the depositors’ committee thal 
he was not going to be made the 
scapegoat 
for 
others, 
and 
when 
pressed as to how many more were 
implicated in the looting of the bank 
it is reported he admitted that there 
were three, but 
refused 
to 
divulgi 
their names until the proper time 
came.

VICTORY 


Federal Supreme Court Holds Gross 


Earnings Tax Constitutional. 


Washington, Feb. 22.— The state of 
Minnesota 
won 
a 
complete 
victory 
over the Great Northern and Chicago 
Great 
Western 
Railw ay 
companies 
when the supreme court of the Unit 
ed States affirmed the d« el »ion of the 
state court holding that tlie railroads 
were liable to a 4 per cent gross earn­ 
ings tax. 
The law increasing the gross earn­ 
ings tax on all railroads in the state 
to 4 per cent was passed 
>y the state 
legislature in 1904 and w ar immediate­ 
ly made the object of an attack by 
the Great Northern and Chicago Great 
W estern railways. 
The companies contended that the 
charters under which they were op­ 
erating were contracts m-tween the 
state and the railroads by W'hieh the 
taxes were fixed at a lower rate. 
Attorney General George T. Sim p­ 
son. in discussing the decision, said: 
“ This vic‘ory means that the state 
becomes possessed of $S00,00U back 
taxes, as well as being assured an an­ 
nual additional revenue of $200,000.” 


ALDRICH FAVORS 
COMMISSION PLAN 


Believes It Gould Run Govern­ 


ment Cheaper. 


W ashington, Feb. 22.— Senator Aid- 
rich said that, if permitted to do so, 
he would undertake to run the gov­ 
ernment of the United States for $309.* 
000,000 a year less than it now costs. 
He was not presenting a formal propo­ 
sition, but was making a speech to the 
senate on his bill providing for the 
creation of a commission to reform 
the business methods of the govern­ 
ment. 
H e declared present methods were 
obsolete and involved the annual loss 
of at least $100,000,000 a year. 
At his 
instance the bill was so amended as 
to provide that the commission should 
be composed entirely of members of 
congress— five senators and five mem­ 
bers of the house. 
Mr. Aldrich spoke in response to 
Senator Dolliver, who opposed the bill 
on the ground that it would create sus­ 
picion in the minds of the public as 
to the methods of conducting the gov­ 
ernment’s business. 
Mr. Dolliver said he feared the com­ 
mission would 
accomplish no good, 
but much evil. 
He regarded the bill 
as a proposition 
to 
enter upon a 
“ blanket disparagement of the gov­ 
ernment.” 
M*. Dolliver said he did 
not know what was the motive for the 
legislation. 
In his speech Mr. Aldrich spoke of 
the duplication of the work of the va­ 
rious departments. 
He did not doubt 
that 10 per cent ot present expendi­ 
tures could be saved by a commission.

Jealousy is supposed 
to be the cause. 
It is alleged he also attempted to 
murder 
his 
eight-year-old 
daughter, 
but the child eluded him.

Washington, Feb. 22.— Senator Gam­ 
ble has presented amendments to the 
river and harbor. appropriation bill, 
providing $$2 )500 for continuing work 
'on the storage 
reservoirs 
at 
Lake 
Kampeska, Lake Poinsett and on the 
Sioux river, and increasing the amount 
for the improvement of the Missouri 
river from Kansas City to Fort Ben­ 
ton from $175,000 to $500,000.

Reitzel of Blue Island, a Chicago sub­ 
urb, died, aged sixty-two years, at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. E. J. W allen.

Philadelphia. Feb. 
22.— Police 
offi­ 
cials took the initiativ* 
In the war 
being waged between tin s.riking car­ 
men and the officials of th<> Philadel­ 
phia 
Rapid Transit company when 
they arrested Clarence O. Pratt, na­ 
tional organizer of the Amalgamated 
Association of 
Street 
a id 
Electric 
Railw ay 
Employes, 
on 
a 
warrant 
charging him with “ conspiring to in­ 
cite to riot.” 
Pratt was locked up and held to 
await a hearing. 
It Is rumored that 
warrants have been issued for other 
la Lot leaders. 


The police force has been augment­ 
ed by swearing in for riot duty of the 
State Fencibles, an independent m ili­ 
tary organization. 
Plans also are being discussed by 
the commanders of the three regi­ 
ments in 
the 
Philadelphia national 
guard in this city to mobilize their 
trooiw at a moment’s notice. Governor 
Stuart and Adjutant General Thomas 
J. Stew art are here. 


More Trouble Expected. 


Five 
carloads 
of 
strikebreakers 
have reached here. 
A large squad of 
mounted 
police 
escorted 
the 
cars 
which transported them through the 
city and prevented a threatened dem­ 
onstration by a mob of several thou­ 
sand. 
Trouble is expected following 
the use of these men on the ears. 
The company says th a t 700 
cars 
were in operation, but pickets for the 
strikers say that only 121 carB were 
moving. 
A ll cars were withdrawn from the 
surface lines at 6 o’clock at night, the 
company stating they did not desire 
to endanger the lives of their loyal 
employes. 
The first serious disturbance of the 
day occurred in the center of the city 
in front of the Reading terminal sta­ 
tion. 
A boy jerked a trolley of one 
car from the wire, causing a block­ 
ade. 
Soon the standing 
cars were 
showered with bricks and other mis­ 
siles. 
In the meantime a wagon of the 
Philadelphia 
Electric 
company 
had 
been raided and many incandescent 
lamp globes taken and used as mis­ 
siles, which exploded with pistol like 
reports. 
Workm en on the roofs of 
nearby buildings joined in the general 
bombardment of the line of cars. The 
exploding 
lamps startled 
the timid 
and there was a rush for safety, as 
the cry went up that dynamite was 
being used to tear up the car tracks. 
After a battle of nearly an hour the 
police finally succeeded in driving the 
rioters back. 


Dynamite Caps Used. 


Dynamite caps wrero used by strike 
sympathizers In many sections, but 
did not cause serious damage. 
At Fifth and L.ehigh avenue, after 
stopping 
a 
ear, 
the 
mob 
smashed 
the woodwork and attempted to set 
the car on fire. 
A squad of policemen 
with loaded revolvers dispersed the 
mob, but not until the conductor had 
been badly beaten. 
The first Shot at a striker was fired 
during a great mass meeting being 
held by the strikers. 
A policeman at­ 
tempted to force the crowd back when 
a motorman interfered. 
The officer 
drew his revolver and fired at the 
man, but the bullet went wild. 
W hile 
this 
meeting was 
in 
progress 
iron 
gratings which are 
used 
to 
cover 
sewer outlets were 
turned up and 
placed on the tracks. 
Soon there was 
a block of cars and the crowd amused 
themselves by breaking all the win­ 
dows. 
The cars were filled with pas­ 
sengers and several were rut by flying 
glass. 
Occurrences of this character 
were reported from nearly every sec­ 
tion of the city. 
An attack was made on the elevated 
railroad. 
Three bullets were fired into 
one of the ears, but nobody was in­ 
jured. 
That a general strike of the labor 
organizations of the city would be 
called before the week was out was 
positively stated at the carm en’s head­ 
quarters. 


Youths Severely 
Injured.

WANT PREMIER 
ASQUITH TO QUIT 


British Radicals Desire Him to 


Resign Forthwith. 


London, Feb. 22.— The 
players 
in 
the game of politics have thrown their 
cards upon the table in the house of 
commons. 
The government is with­ 
out the allies necessary to carry legis­ 
lation and the present prospect is that 
tiie country will be stirred up by an­ 
other general election within a few 
months. 
Prem ier Asquith announced that the 
financial legislation will be put ahead 
of the proposals to curb the power of 
the house of lords. 
John E. Redmond, 
the Irish leader, declared flatly that 
the Nationalists would 
not support 
that programme. 
The Lahorltes are 
holding 
a meeting 
to decide 
their 
course. 
They probably w ill follow in 
the footsteps of the Irish members. 
The government may be able 
to 
adopt the budget by the grace of the 
Conservatives, who possibly will vote 
for it in order to avert financial chaos 
and keep the wheels of the empire 
turning. 
But the enactment of the 
budget will, Mr. Redmond i>ointed out, 
leave the* winning cards in tlie hands 
of the lords, who then will be free to 
reject the bill for the reforming of 
their house and force another election. 
The meeting of parliament was a 
momentous one, for the cabinet’s pol­ 
icy was not revealed to the country 
until 
the moment 
Prem ier Asquith 
took the floor. 
Mr. Redmond 
and 
his 
Irish 
leagues 
controlled 
the 
course 
events. 
His pronouncement that 
Irish members would not support 
prime m inister was the sensation

Spsaksr’s Frank Visws of Soma Public 


Man’s Pet Ideas. 


“ Men w bo ride hobbles make excel­ 
lent servants, but mighty poor mas­ 
ter«.” 
This declaration Was m ule re­ 
cently by Speaker Cannon at the 
"hobby night” entertainment of the 
National Press club in Washington. 
Among 
tlie 
other 
“ hobbyists” 
who 
spoke during the evening were W fllis 
L. Moore of the weather bureau. Dr. 
Harvey Wiley, Gifford Plnchot, Com­ 
mander Robert E. Peary and Cat* 
gresstnan Champ Clark. 
Speaker Cannon declared that his 
"hobby** was in >4wntctitng other men*« 
hobble«.** 
The men of one idea, h*» 
declared, are all good men. and lie 
Wished them success and long life, al­ 
though he said that “ it makes one 
uncomfortable often in watching oth­ 
er men's hobbles.” 
Taking up the speakers who had 
preceded him. be dec in red thnt Dr. W i­ 
ley was nil right, hut thnt if he had 
been nllowe<| to have hi» own way 
entirely he would have had everybody 
afraid to eat anything for fenr of be­ 
ing poisoned; thnt conservation was a 
good tiling, but thnt he was not afraid 
of nil tho coal being consumed or nil 
j the tlm lier being us«sl up, and that 
much had been done in tlie way of 
conservation from a practical stand- 
jK>int for many years. 
As for Com­ 
mander Peary, lie was glad a Cau­ 
casian had reached tlie north pole, but 
while Commander Peary had the glory 
I)r. Cook had the money. 
Ex-President 
Itoosevelt 
he 
called 
“ the greatest press agent thnt ever 
lived.” 
Hi* asserted that more good 
legislation had been passed during Ids 
seven years in the W hite House than 
during any other sim ilar period in the 
history of the United State«, except 
during tlint of the civil war. 
"B u t 
j suppose wo had passed all the laws 
thnt 
in» 
recommended 
In 
his 
mos- 
sages,” he said. 
“ The budget of tin* 
i country would be m any times w hat 
i It is now." 
The speaker declared that he found 
great enjoyment in watching the men 
who had “ hobbles,” but ttint It would 
| hardly do to let them be at the head 
of tilings. 


MAIL BAGS FOR CLOTHING. 


Where Some of United States Govern­ 
ment’s Property Goes. 


United States mail bags are usihI in 
soun* 
foreign 
countries 
as 
material 
for clothing, for Buddlecloths and for 
packs on mules. 
This curious fact 
was developed by au Investigation into 
tin» circumstance of a steerage passen­ 
ger who arrived at New Orleans a few 
weeks ago having her belongings care­ 
fully tucked aw ay In a mail bag of 
the United states. 
The woman came 
from Guatemala. Ile r belongings were 
seized by the custom« officers, and she 
was detained. 
She explained that she 
acquired the mail bag in Guatemala, 
win*re it was on sale, not knowing 
that she was committing any wrong. 
A fter an examination she was dis­ 
missed. 
It is shown by the records of the 
post office department that a large num­ 
ber of mail bags in which foreign 
mail is sent disappear each year, but 
it is impossible to keep a definite trace 
of them. 
Diplomatic representatives 
of the government have reported from 
time to time that the material used in 
United States mail bags frequently is 
found in possession of natives of coun­ 
tries like those of Guatemala. 
The

MAIL BAGS FOR CLOTHING 


Where Some of United States Govern­ 
ment’s Property Goes. 
United States mail bags are used in 
J some 
foreign 
countries 
as 
material 


J for clothing, for saddlecloths and for 
I packs on 
mules. 
This curious fact 
was developed by an investigation into 
the circumstance of a steerage passen­ 
ger who arrived at New Orleans a few 
weeks ago having lier belongings care­ 
fully tucked aw ay in a mall bag of 
the United States. 
The woman came 
from Guatemala. Her belongings were 
seized by the customs officers, aud she 
was detained. 
She explained that she 
acquired the mail bag in Guatemala, 
where it was on sale, not knowing 
that she was committing any wrong. 
A fter an examination she was dis­ 
missed. 
It is shown by the records of the 
postoffice department that a large num­ 
ber of mail bags in which foreign 
mall Is sent disappear each year, but 
it is impossible to keep a definite trace 
of them. 
Diplomatic representatives 
of the government have reported from 
time to time that the material used in 
United States mail bags frequently Is 
found In possession of natives of coun­ 
tries like those of Guatemala. 
The 
loss sustained by the United States 
through 
the disappearance of 
mall 
bags, however, Is comparatively smaa, 
not exceeding probably 150 a year. 


Washington, Feb. 22.— Senator Aid- 
rich said that, if permitted to do so, 
he would undertake to run the gov­ 
ernment of the United States for $30'},- 
000,000 a year less than it now costs. 
He was not presenting a formal propo­ 
sition, but was making a speech to the 
senate on his bill providing for the 
creation of a commission to reform 
the business methods of the govern­ 
ment. 
He declared present methods were 
obsolete and involved the annual loss 
of at least $100,000,000 a year. 
At his 
instance the bill was so amended as 
to provide that the commission should 
be composed entirely of members of 
congress— five senators and five mem­ 
bers of the house. 
Mr. Aldrich spoke in response to 
Senator Dolliver, who opposed the bill 
on the ground that it would create sus­ 
picion In the minds of the public as 
to the methods of conducting the gov­ 
ernment’s business. 
Mr. Dolliver said he feared the com­ 
mission would accomplish no good, 
but much evil. 
He regarded the bill 
as a proposition 
to 
enter upon a 
“ blanket disparagement of the gov­ 
ernment.” 
M". Dolliver said he did 
not know what was the motive for the 
legislation. 
In his speech Mr. Aldrich spoke of 
the duplication of the work of the va­ 
rious departments. 
He did not doubt 
that IO per cent of. present expendi­ 
tures could be saved by a commission.

Prem ier Asquith announced that tile 
financial legislation w ill be put ahead 
of the proposals to curb the power of 
the house of lords. John E. Redmond, 
the Irish leader, declared flatly that 
the Nationalists would 
not support 
that programme. 
The Laborites are 
holding 
a meeting 
to decide 
their 
course. 
They probably will follow in 
the footsteps of the Irish members. 
The government may be able 
to 
adopt the budget by the grace of the 
Conservatives, who possibly w ill vote 
for it in order to avert financial chaos 
and keep the wheels of the empire 
turning. 
But the enactment of the 
budget will, Mr. Redmond pointed out, 
leave the winning cards in the hands 
of the lords, who then will be free to 
reject the bill for the reforming of 
their house and force another election. 
The meeting of parliament was a 
momentous one, for the cabinet’s pol­ 
icy was not revealed to the country 
until 
the moment 
Prem ier Asquith 
took the floor. 
Mr. Redmond 
and 
his 
Irish col­ 
leagues 
controlled 
the 
course 
of 
events. 
His pronouncement that the 
Irish members would not support the 
prime m inister was the sensation of 
the day and it appears to have settled 
the administration’s fate. 
It is re­ 
ported that twenty-five Radicals have 
declared their intention of supporting 
Mr. 
Redmond 
against 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s course and that great pressure 
is being brought to bear from the 
Radicals to induce Mr, Asquitn to re­ 
sign forthwith. 
Austen Chamberlain will propose an 
amendment to the king’s speech in 
favor of tariff reform and imperial 
preference, at the same time deploring 
the failure of the ministers to recog­ 
nize in the speech the nature and 
gravity of the state of trade and em­ 
ployment.

is not materially affected 
“Now. sup[K)se the ammonia gas oc­ 
cupies a hundred times as much space 
as the liquid. 
It is evident that tile 
liquid contains a certain amount of 
heat, which is afterw ard distributed 
over a hundred times the space first 
occupied. 
A cubic foot of tile liquid 
becomes a hundred cubic feet of gas. 
and it Is plain that a cubic foot of 
gas will contain only one-bundredth 
part of the heat originally in a cubic 
foot of liquid; hence the gas is much 
colder than the liquid. 
“Now. this gas or vapor is allowed to 
flo\v through pipes covered with salt 
water, which becomes extremely cold. 
but does not freeze, owing to the pres­ 
ence of salt. 
The fresh w ater desired 
to be frozen is put into large metal 
cans and placed in the cold salt water 
and allowed to freeze.

A c t o r s ' 
F u n d of A m e r i c a to P u t Up 
B u i l d i n g In N e w Y o r k F o r H o u s i n g 


V a r i e d C o - o p e r a t i v e C h a r i t a b l e a n d 


B u s i n e s s S t a g e E n t e r p r i s e s . 


D aniel Frohman, president of the 
A ctors’ Fund of America, announced 
the other day a project Involving phi 
lanthropy, business and an investm ent 
o f at least $500,000 w hich may go far 
tow ard revolutionizing the dram atic 
profession In the United States. 
Man­ 
agers, players and to u considerable 
exten t the public will all be affected 
to a great degree by the consum m ation 
o f the plan. 
The plan involves the erection of a 
half million dollar structure near Cen­ 
tral Park South, in New York city, 
w hich will not only house w hat may 
bt* described as the “United Charities” 
of the three allied 
professions—the 
drama, music and the fine arts—but 
also a noncomm ercial theater for the 
testing of new plays, a general book­ 
ing agency, m eeting rooms for actors 
and m anagers and the business offices 
o f an old age pension fund. 
O f the 
various branches o f the great work 
planned tills last part of the general 
plan and the national booking agency 
will touch most directly upon the ac­ 
tors, for at present they have to give 
anyw here from IO per cent to 50 i>er 
cent o f their salaries to the private 
agencies. 


T o C o s t H a l f a Million. 
In discussing the vast project Mr. 
Frohman said that, w hile tw o years 
ago the plan w as hailed as w ildly 
visionary by leading members o f the 
profession, they have now all com e to 
see its practicability, even necessity. 
“W e hope to begin operations by 
next fall,” lie continued. 
“ We expect 
to clear at least $200,000 at the com ing 
A ctors’ fund fair to be held In the 
Seventy-first R egim ent armory, New 
York, during the week o f May 0. 
A 
good share o f this must go to the 
fund itself, which is sadly in need of 
repletion, but the rest should be used 
for 
this 
vast 
philanthropic 
schem e 
from w hich investm ent nu incom e can 
be procured. 
“It w ill take a very large structure I 
to house so many interests, and it will j 
not cost less than $500,000. 
W e do 
not believe that there will be any diffl- j 
culty in raising this sum through the J 
fair, benefits and donations, as sev ­ 
eral of our w ealthiest philanthropists ! 
have already prom ised their support.

“One w hole door w ill be given to the 
‘United C harities’ o f the three profes­ 
sions. 
Youth is the ch ief asset o f j 
must o f the vaudeville players, sing- I 
era, chorus girls aud especially the 
hundreds o f art models.

FARMER'S HINTS ON LIVING. 


D r oo Style. P a y Y o u r D e b t s , B uy F o r 
Cash and L oo k A h e a d . 
Be a fanner aud snap your fingers 
at the m onopolists, says O. C. Siggs- 
worth, a Venango county (Pa.) agricul­ 
turist. 
“But if you must live in the 
city,” he says, “then buy your apples 
when they are at rock bottom prices 
and make apple butter. 
L ay in fifty 
quarts o f tom atoes when they are 50 
cents a peck and preserve them . 
“I take issue w ith those who say 
things cost more than they used to,” 
he continued. 
“In 1S72 I paid $1 for 
four pounds o f green coffee, 12^4 cents 
a pound for sugar, 15 cen ts a pound 
for prunes and 25 cents a pound for 
rice. 
I paid $3 for a hat I could buy 
now for $1, $3 for gloves that I could 
duplicate now for $1.50, 45 eeuts a 
yard for cheeking for shirts, $10 for 
w edding boots aud $8 for an ordinary 
pair o f shoes. 
“The w age earner is ham pered by 
credit. 
Ho goes Into debt for tw o 
weeks, and his money has to be paid 
out the day he gets it. 
It would be 
better for bim to go hungry for tw o 
weeks than never to have any money 
ahead.
